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Delays on expansion schemes cause rising costs

COUNCIL chiefs in Walsall are 
being asked to approve an¬ 
other £1.5 million in funding to 
expand three primary schools 
to cope with extra pupils after 
two of the schemes hit delays. 

Walsall Council chiefs previously 
approved almost £8m of funding to 
expand King Charles Primary School, 
in Bentley, Fibbersley Park Prima¬ 
ry School, in Willenhall and Christ 
Church CE Primary School, in Lea- 
more, to cope with dozens of extra 
places. 

But the price of the schemes have risen fol¬ 
lowing delays caused by the discovery of mine- 
shafts, greater crested newts and tendering 
issues. The schemes involve extensions, altera¬ 
tions, remodelling or new buildings on all three 
school sites. It is planned to increase the num¬ 
ber of reception places at the three from Sep¬ 
tember 1. Numbers are expected to rise from 
45 to 60 at King Charles, 60 to 90 at Fibbersley 
Park and from 30 to 45 at Christ Church. 

Additional remodelling over the summer 
has taken place at Fibbersley Park and King 
Charles has made arrangements to take addi¬ 
tional pupils by reviewing class sizes and loca¬ 
tions. 

Discovery 

But a report to Walsall Council’s cabinet has 
revealed that the scheme at King Charles has 
developed to include two-year-old and extended 
services provision which was not included in 
the initial cost plan. 

It has also been delayed by a number of fac¬ 
tors including the discovery of mineshafts and 
shallow mine working, design issues building 
over mine hafts, tendering issues and the re¬ 
structuring of property services. 

This has involved budget costs for the project 
increasing to £4.38m. 

The report said the scheme for Fibbersley 
Park had been delayed following the discovery 
of greater crested newts and a mineshaft in the 
playground, increasing costs to £3.9m. 

The first phase of the project to convert the 
staff room and children’s centre into an addi¬ 
tional classroom was completed over the sum¬ 
mer break and it is planned to relocate the 
greater newts next year. 

The £1.15m scheme at Christ Church has 
involved the creation of an additional four 
classrooms. Funding for the scheme has come 
from the Government, schools forum and the 
Bentley Federation. 


COMMUNITY CHEER AS VILLAGE PUB REOPENS

A CENTURY old pub in Walsall has reopened 
after its sudden closure almost six months 
ago. There were fears The Four Crosses pub 
in Shelfield would be turned into a care home 
after it shut at the end of April. 

But it has now reopened under the new 
ownership of local property developer Param¬ 
jit Dhillon. Rushall-Shelfield Councillor Rich¬ 
ard Worrall, who campaigned to keep the pub 
open, was at the unveiling on Saturday along¬ 
side Walsall Mayor Angela Underhill. 

Councillor Worrall said: “The people 
wanted their pub back and now they’ve got 


it. When it closed I thought ‘crikey that’s it’. 
But thanks to the marvellous Mr Dhillon it 
has reopened. It was a bit run down but the 
new owner has given it a refurb. It’s the same 
place with the same staff but just better.” 

He added: “It looks as if, with the pub back 
in business, that the ongoing decline of the 
historic village centre of Shelfield has been 
arrested, and we now need to do what we 
can, not only to ensure the pub survives and 
thrives, but that local businesses and services 
are supported and developed as well.” 

The Four Crosses is the only pub left in 


Shelfield. It was boarded up without explana¬ 
tion six months ago. The pub was then listed 
as a community asset, which means if it was 
put on the market, a community bidder or 
charity could express an interest in bidding 
for the building. 

Plans had emerged to build a care home 
next to, and incorporating part of, the pub 
off Mill Road. But after more than 100 peo¬ 
ple packed into a public meeting at St Mark’s 
Church to support the pub, Mr Dhillon bought 
the site to keep it as a pub as he wanted to 
give something back to the local community. 


REVAMP 

Upgrade planned for 
pothole-hit car park 

A 140-SPACE car park covered in potholes 
at Walsall Arboretum will be upgraded under 
new plans. Plans have been lodged by Wal¬ 
sall Council to make improvements to the 
arboretum extension car park, adjacent to 
Broadway North. 

The existing car park is inadequate to meet 
the needs of visitors as it is in an extremely 
poor condition and contains large potholes. 

A report reads: “To fully develop the arbo¬ 
retum for the benefit of local residents and as 
a borough wide and regional visitor destina¬ 
tion investment in the car park is required.” 

INQUEST 

Row erupts over 
rescue tragedy 

BEACH wardens at a resort where a Wal¬ 
sall grandfather died trying to save two 
girls are ‘discouraged’ on entering the 
water in dangerous conditions, it has 
emerged. 

Richard Guest suffered a heart attack 
when attempting to get the 13-year-old 
girls out of the water, an inquest heard. 
Coroner Peter Brunton criticised wardens, 
but Gwynedd Council said its staff are ‘not 
qualified or properly equipped as beach 
lifeguards’, so are not encouraged to enter 
the water in dangerous conditions. 

The authority also stated two of its war¬ 
dens did enter the water and helped save 
one of the girls’ lives.

“Let’s be absolutely crystal clear, these 
people are nothing to do with Sporting 
Khalsa, they’re nothing to do with non¬ 
league football and are sadly just some¬ 
thing society has to tolerate.

“We’ve co-operated with our friends at 
the police, they’re happy with the arrange¬ 
ments we put in place and will continue to 
co-operate. 

“We desperately hope the actions of a few 
idiots didn’t take any enjoyment from FC 
United or any of the neutrals.” 

Following the defeat at the Aspray 
Arena and despite the trouble, fans spoke 
of their pride of the team, who were the 
lowest-ranked club remaining in the Cup. 

Shaun Appleby, 45, from Walsall Road, 
Cannock, took along his seven-year-old son 
Dominic. The HGV driver said: “It’s disap¬ 
pointing. They have done brilliantly to get 
this far, they’ve done really well. It was a 
great turnout for the lads. It’s just a shame 
there was a bit of trouble.” 

Phil Atkinson, 46, from Watling Street, 
Brownhills, said: “I think it is fantastic, 
they played really well over the 90 minutes, 
it’s just unfortunate they didn’t win. 

“They’ve done themselves proud to get 
this far, it’s great for the community, it’s a 
big achievement for them.”

Steel crisis 
shockwaves 
feared for 
other firms 

FEARS are growing that the shock- 
waves from the UK’s steel crisis will 
spread throughout the manufacturing 
sector. More than 34,000 jobs at 1,700 
companies across the Black Country 
rely on the supply of steel. 

And experts point to Black Country 
engineering group Caparo as just the 
first manufacturer to be dragged down 
by the crisis. Oldbury-based Caparo In¬ 
dustries put 16 of its businesses, employ¬ 
ing 1,700 people, into administration 
last Monday. While buyers are already 
coming forward for parts of the group, 
some Caparo companies may face clo¬ 
sure with job losses potentially running 
into the hundreds. 

Manufacturing companies are seen as 
increasingly at risk as the supply of UK 
steel is hit by the loss of production at 
the Redcar steel mill and the Tata sites 
in Scunthorpe and Scotland. 

Across the UK’s manufacturing heart¬ 
land of the Midlands there are 12,500 
companies, employing 260,000 people, 
that are in some way, dependent on 
steel, according to data from the West 
Midlands Economic Forum. 

Paul Forrest, from the Forum, said 
that in the Black Country around 4,200 
people were employed at companies in¬ 
volved in basic metals production. An¬ 
other 18,300 were involved in fabrication 
work, 4,500 in machining and manufac¬ 
turing, 5,500 in vehicle manufacturing 
and another 1,900 in transport. 

“Not every job is at risk,” said Mr For¬ 
rest. “But they could all be impacted to 
some extent or another.”

Young with 
no licence 
for TV total 
above 500 

MORE than 500 young people across 
the West Midlands have been caught 
watching TV without a licence in the 
past year. 

Wolverhampton had the highest 
number of 18 to 25-year-olds break¬ 
ing the law, with 186. Walsall, mean¬ 
while, had 114, while Dudley had 65, 
Kidderminster 59, Cannock 43, Stour¬ 
bridge 23 and Halesowen 16. 

Mark Whitehouse spokesperson for 
TV Licensing in the West Midlands, 
said: “Every year, myths circulate 
around campus about when you do 
and don’t need a licence. We want 
to make sure students know one is 
needed by law to watch or record live 
TV, on any device including a laptop, 
tablet, mobile phone or games con¬ 
sole. 

“A television licence costs on av¬ 
erage £12.13 a month. To avoid the 
risk of prosecution and a fine of up 
to £1,000, we encourage students to 
check if they need a licence on our 
website.” 

Recent research, which was con¬ 
ducted among 220 students in city 
centres across the United Kingdom, 
showed that 29 per cent think they 
cannot be caught watching live televi¬ 
sion on a computer, laptop or mobile 
device. And just over half of students 
believe that people in general are un¬ 
likely to be caught if they watch TV 
without a licence.

Man and woman in crash treated 
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The aftermath of the car crash 


A MAN and woman were taken to 
hospital after the car they were trav¬ 
elling in went through a large metal 
fence, down an embankment and 
into a tree. Emergency services were 
called to Wednesbury Road at about 
2.45am last Thursday. 

The crash happened just at the end 
of the railway bridge. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
said paramedics found the car with 
‘significant’ damage. 

The male driver and female passen¬ 
ger, both thought to be in their 30s, 
had managed to get out of the vehicle. 


The woman had a reduced level of 
consciousness and had suffered cuts 
to her face and a leg injury. 

She was treated at the scene and 
taken to the major trauma centre at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham where it is thought she needed to 
have surgery to her face. 

WMAS spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said: “On arrival, crews 
found a car that had suffered very 
significant damage, especially to the 
passenger side. 

“Both occupants, who were esti¬ 
mated to be in their 30s, had man¬ 


aged to get out, though the woman, 
who was the front seat passenger, had 
a reduced level of consciousness. 

“The woman had a nasty laceration 
to her face and a leg injury. 

“After treatment at the scene, she 
was taken to the major trauma centre 
at the Queen Elizabeth Hospital Bir¬ 
mingham with the doctor travelling 
with the crew. 

“She was expected to need surgery 
for the facial injury. The man driving 
was less serious. He was complaining 
of back pain and was taken to Walsall 
Manor Hospital.”

The Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust raked in 
a total of £1,340,607 during 2014/15. 
Of that amount, £709,000 came from 
people parking at City Hospital and 
£631,000 at Sandwell General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

It comes just days after it was re¬ 
vealed that bosses at the trust had 
ruled out offering free parking for half 
an hour. 

Knife surrender 
bin is launched 

A KNIFE surrender bin has been un¬ 
veiled in West Bromwich. The bin has 
been set up in High Street, at the cor¬ 
ner of New Street, in the town. 

It comes as Sandwell’s six-week 
Safer 6 crime-busting campaign 
moves its focus to West Bromwich. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: 
“The culture of carrying a weapon is 
one we must try to eradicate. This bin 
gives people who have them an oppor¬ 
tunity to deposit them in a safe way, 
without fear of prosecution.” 

Crew rescues boy 
after leg trapped 

A SCHOOLBOY had to be rescued 
by firefighters after his leg became 
trapped between metal bars in the 
playground. Crews attended Feath- 
erstone Junior School in Erdington, 
Birmingham. 

School staff made the emergency 
call when it became clear he was un¬ 
able to free his leg. Firefighters used 
hydraulic equipment to spread the 
bars. The youngster was checked over 
by paramedics as a precaution, but it 
is not believed he was seriously hurt.

Expert says government 
can secure steel future 


BLACK Country business expert 
Professor Mike Haynes believes 
with government support steel 
firms could be saved. 

Reflecting on last week’s demise of Cap- 
aro Industries, the Professor of Interna¬ 
tional Political Economy in the Universi¬ 
ty of Wolverhampton’s Business School, 
says: “Over the last 20 years UK manu¬ 
facturing output has been more or less 
stagnant. 

“Industry has fallen so far in comparative 
terms that even in Switzerland they produce 
nearly three times as much manufacturing out¬ 
put per head as the UK. And it’s not cuckoo 
clocks. 

“These days they import them from China. 
They pay for them with the high tech stuff that 
they sell to that country and the world. 

“The crisis in the UK steel industry is part 
of this problem. Steel production has been cut 
back in most advanced economies. But the re¬ 
duction in production here is one of the largest 
of all. Output is less than half the level of 50 
years ago. The UK industry began this year 
with one third of the production of Germany 
and one half of Italy. It will likely end it with 
the gap even greater. 

Catastrophic 

“Rich countries can and do produce steel. 
It should, especially at the high end, be part 
of a modern hi-tech complex. But faced with 
problems the government still seems to believe 
that the market knows best and nothing can or 
should be done to control it. 

“Ironically earlier this year the Prime Min¬ 
ister was talking up the steel industry as a 
success story. Caparo presented itself as a 
company which was not content to rest on its 
laurels. That was one reason why it had close 
links with the university. 

“But once companies like this go, the effect 
is catastrophic for the workers and those in 
the supply chain. Successful change requires 
clusters of firms that are mutually supportive. 
It needs more than ad hoc survivors of this or 
that market fluctuation. 

“In the absence of support and an industrial 
policy some of Caparo may be saved. But with 
support, more of it, and other steel makers, 
could be saved. This would benefit those who 
work there and the immediate supply chain. It 
would benefit the retailers who depend on their 
spending power.”

Libraries and jobs 
under threat in cuts

LIBRARIES will close, coun¬ 
cil tax will rise and jobs 
will go as Walsall Council 
looks to make £25 million 
in cuts and savings. 

The leader of the council 
warned that its financial future 
was becoming ‘dire’ as he re¬ 
vealed plans to slash the budget 
in 2016/17. 

The budget will include a 1.99 per 
cent hike in council tax - the absolute 
maximum the authority can impose 
without resorting to a referendum. 

And the council is preparing to com¬ 
mit £250,000 of taxpayers’ money to 
holding that referendum in 2017, to 
find out whether people are prepared 
to pay even more towards services. 

Councillor Bird warned more job 
losses were on the cards and the 
council had not ruled out compulsory 
redundancies. 

It comes amid warnings the au¬ 
thority will still be under pressure to 
sustain essential public services even 
after making cuts. 

Services 

Seven out of 16 libraries and the 
mobile library service would shut, 
along with 13 jobs, as part of plans to 
save £328,854 next year and £159,058 
the year after. 

Councillor Bird said the council 
was looking at a model where librar¬ 
ies would be accessed by smart card 
entry, reducing the need for staff. 
Waste collection services are also ex¬ 
pected to be affected. 

Care and safeguarding services 
alone will account for £10.2m of sav¬ 
ings next year. The authority has al¬ 
ready consulted with residents over 
moving to fortnightly collections for 
non-recyclable rubbish. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
described the situation as a ‘perfect 
storm’, and said he believed the ref¬ 
erendum would allow the council to 
explain how services would be lost if 
people are not prepared to pay more. 

The council tax hike will cost 
someone in the lowest value Band A 
home £21.22 a year more rising to 
an increase of £31.84 for Band D and 
higher for the larger value properties 
in the borough.

IT was meant to bring a revamped railway bridge and 
electric trains by the summer - but this giant hole in the 
ground shows there is still a lot of work left to do. 

Work started on rebuilding the bridge in Walsall town 
centre as part of plans to electrify 15 miles of line from 
Rugeley to Trent Valley last year and was originally 
scheduled to be completed by July. 

The bridge over the railway under Park Street is more 
than 100 years old and needs to be rebuilt to allow over¬ 
head electricity cables to run underneath it to power 
trains from December 2017. The ground outside the 
town centre Marks & Spencer has been torn through by 
Network Rail workers. The work started on October 4, 
with Network Rail set to suspend work at the end of the 


November to avoid disruption over the busy Christmas 
shopping period before re-commencing in January. The 
project is now due to be completed in Easter 2016. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Walsall Council deputy 
leader, said the work ‘should have started last year’ and 
the council ‘is in constant communication’ with Net¬ 
work Rail to ensure it does not fall further behind. 

He said: “To be fair, the end result is going to be 
worth it because it will improve our transport links.” 
Liam Sumpter, area director for Network Rail, said: “A 
significant amount of work is required to upgrade the 
railway and much is already under way or completed as 
part of our investment. Replacing this bridge is essential 
to allow the line to be electrified.” 


Watchdog’s 
praise for 
police over 
future plans 

WEST Midlands Police has been 
praised for its plans for the future - 
described as ‘outstanding’ by the na¬ 
tional police watchdog. 

Her Majesty’s Inspector of Con¬ 
stabulary (HMIC) found the force is 
‘exceptionally well-prepared’ to face 
future challenges, keep the public safe 
and cut crime in the face of further 
funding cuts. 

The HMIC named West Midlands 
Police as one of only five ‘outstanding’ 
forces in England and Wales. 

A report says inspectors consid¬ 
ered the force’s five-year change 
programme, WMP2020, ‘ambitious 
and far-reaching’, and also praised 
its mental health triage scheme and 
work to analyse ‘hotspots’ as part of 
preventative work. 

Deputy Chief Constable Dave 
Thompson said: “We’ve embarked 
on a change programme designed to 
ensure we can continue providing a 
first class service to our communities 
in the future...it’s pleasing HMIC in¬ 
spectors have recognised our efforts. 

“We’ve made significant financial 
savings in recent years and coped ad¬ 
mirably as a smaller force - a fall in 
total crime of 15 per cent since 2010 is 
testament to that - and the challenge 
now is to make best use of limited re¬ 
sources. 

“We are continually monitoring de¬ 
mand for service and making flexible 
deployment decisions - most recently 
that saw us expand our public protec¬ 
tion unit working in areas such as 
child sexual exploitation and domes¬ 
tic abuse.” 

Rubber stamp 
for town plan 

A FIVE-YEAR action plan to re¬ 
generate Willenhall has been rub¬ 
ber-stamped by council bosses. 

The plans - which were labelled 
‘too little, too late’ by Councillor Ian 
Shires who accused Walsall Council of 
initially ignoring the town in a wider 
regeneration scheme - include propos¬ 
als for a new train station to be built. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, said: 
“I’ve been discussing with officers 
about the need for an action plan 
since May but it is only now that I’ve 
been able to bring forward this report 
to cabinet. 

“We need a strategy to secure a fu¬ 
ture for Willenhall, which some may 
say is too little too late, but I hope it is 
a case of better late than never. 

“It is not always about throwing 
taxpayers money at a problem.” 

Former Cat may 
get another life 

A DERELICT Willenhall pub could 
be given a new lease of life as a res¬ 
taurant. A planning application has 
been submitted to turn The Cat, on 
Bloxwich Road South, which was for¬ 
merly known as the White Swan and 
is currently empty, into a restaurant.

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Five ws bid 
for Metro 
is off track 
say chiefs 

A LONG-AWAITED Metro route link¬ 
ing Walsall with the Black Country 
has lost the support of the borough’s 
council after bosses said it was ‘pretty 
clear’ the scheme was dead. 

The proposed ‘5 Ws’ line would 
take the trams from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, through Wednesfield, Willenhall, 
Walsall before reconnecting to the 
Birmingham line at Wednesbury. 

But, while Centro funding has been 
made available for other transport 
schemes in the region over that pe¬ 
riod, the idea has never got off the 
ground. 

Walsall Council has decided to drop 
support the scheme, deciding instead 
to back plans for new railway stations 
in Willenhall and Darlaston. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Deputy 
Leader for Walsall Council said: “It’s 
pretty clear we’re not going to get the 
5Ws tram link. 

“The Metro scheme was designed 
more than two decades ago but it’s 
just too expensive and comes at a time 
when local authorities and public bod¬ 
ies no longer have access to that level 
of funding. What we are certain about 
is that we need to plan properly for 
our town centre and communities.” 

Walsall Council, along with other 
local authorities, has now asked for a 
review of all the Black Country Rapid 
Transit Routes. 

Councillor Andrew added: “And so 
whilst the 5Ws scheme is pretty much 
on the back burner as far as we’re con¬ 
cerned, we need to look at alternative 
ways of creating better links between 
our towns in the Black Country.” 

Call to take up 
flu jabs offer 

PEOPLE are being encouraged to get 
their free flu jab as winter approach¬ 
es. Anyone in an ‘at-risk’ group, in¬ 
cluding pregnant women, people over 
65 and carers, qualify for a free vac¬ 
cination, which will be given out at 
some pharmacies across Walsall for 
the first time. 

Dr Raj Mandal, GP at Lockstown 
Practice in Willenhall and Walsall 
CCG’s flu champion, said: “The flu 
vaccine is available now, so I would 
urge anyone who is offered a free flu 
vaccination to visit their GP or phar¬ 
macy now. 

“It is quick, safe and free. Contrary 
to popular myth it can’t give you flu 
because it has no live vaccine.”

Combined authority 
'nail in council coffin’ 


JOINING the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority could mark ‘the final 
nail in the coffin on local councils’, 
according to councillors in Walsall. 

During a special full council meeting to 
decide whether the borough would join 
Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley, Cov¬ 
entry, Solihull and Tamworth in forming 
a combined authority to work together 
on transport, regeneration and skills, 43 
members showed their support, while six 
voted against and four abstained. 

Combined authorities are legal bodies with 
powers of decision-making granted by parlia¬ 
ment and are a new way for local authorities to 
work together on areas that cross geographical 
council boundaries. 

However, despite the strong number of votes 
favouring the move, some Walsall councillors 
believe the combined authority would be trou¬ 
blesome for the area. 

Disappointed 

Councillor Pete Smith, who represents Blak- 
enhall, said: “I was very disappointed with the 
decision, which the council has rushed into. 

“They have made one of the biggest decisions 
in local government for 30 years or more with¬ 
out knowing the full ins and outs. 

“From Whitehall this may look like a revolu¬ 
tion but from Walsall it looks like devolution. 

“I think this is a nail in the coffin for local 
councils.” 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, who represents the 
Birchills Leamore area, stopped short of criti¬ 
cising the decision, but said: “In some ways it 
is difficult to gauge the merit of this decision 
right now. 

“It is a bit like Deal or No Deal, where you 
don’t know what is in the box that is being of¬ 
fered.” 

Meanwhile, Councillor Dennis Anson, who 
represents Pleck, said: “I believe it will be the 
end of Walsall. 

“I think it is just one more step towards 
stripping Walsall of its chance to improve its 
own business interests. In years to come, we 
will feel the impact of this decision.” 

Councillor Rose Burley, who represents 
Bentley and Darlaston North said she hoped 
that, if done right, the combined authority 
would lead to a new start for Walsall. 

She said: “My take on it is that the combined 
authority will hopefully result in investment 
for our district centres, such as Darlaston.

Leaders 
force the 
issue on 
diversity 

WHAT would you say is your biggest con¬ 
cern about policing at the moment? 

The fact they are closing down police 
stations in half of the Black Country? 
Or maybe the police chief who said we 
should not automatically expect the boys 
in blue to come running when we have 
been affected by something so trivial as 
a burglary. 

Then there is the proliferation of speed 
cameras financed by the booming indus¬ 
try of “speed awareness courses”, where 
motorists pay £90 to spend the day being 
patronised by tedious public-sector types 
to avoid getting points on their licence. 

However, it appears that Home Secre¬ 
tary Theresa May believes there is a more 
pressing issue. A lack of diversity in the 
ranks. I must admit, I was a bit worried 
about that, too. All those sleepless nights 
agonising about diversity targets, they 
take their toll you know. 

Mrs May says not one of the 43 forc¬ 
es in England and Wales looks anything 
like the community they serve. Now, of 
course, it should be a most basic re¬ 
quirement that the police treat everybody 
equally, regardless of race or religion, 
both when dealing with the public and in 
recruitment. But that should be the be¬ 
ginning and the end of the matter. 

Surely, rigging the recruitment process 
to make forces a perfect cross-section 
of society is taking a sledgehammer 
to crack a nut. If we were really serious 
about having a police force that repre¬ 
sents the society we live in, there would 
need to be far more targets. For example, 
the Health and Social Care Information 
Centre says 66.6 per cent of the UK pop¬ 
ulation are overweight. So our officers 
had better make it burgers and chips in 
the canteen, then. 

Also, around one in every 1,000 peo¬ 
ple has a burglary conviction. Does that 
mean we need a few token house-break¬ 
ers? And what about the 500,000 people 
in England over the age of 90? Old folk 
should be represented too. 

An alternative approach is that we 
could just forget all about diversity, and 
choose the best people for the job, re¬ 
gardless of their background. Controver¬ 
sial, I know, but it might catch on.

LEE WATTON tells the remark¬ 
able story of former Japanese 
prisoner of war Bill Wheale 
who has died aged 97 


THE horrific scenes he witnessed 
would haunt anyone for the rest 
of their life - but former prisoner 
of war William Wheale did not let 
these experiences define him. 

And tributes are now being paid to the 
great-grandfather from Tipton, who has 
died aged 97. 

Better known as Bill, his family has paid 
tribute to a man with a terrific sense of hu¬ 
mour and whose greatest pride was that all of 
his five grandchildren attended university. 

During the Second World War, Bill’s unit, 
the 4th Battalion of the Suffolk Regiment, was 
taken captive when the Japanese conquered 
Singapore in February 1942. 

He was marched inland to work on the infa¬ 
mous Burma Railway, a military supply route 
for the expanding Japanese empire. 

Fortnight 

And when cholera hit the prison camp where 
he was held, Bill was put to work burying the 
dead. In a single fortnight his squad were bur¬ 
ying 40 corpses a day - and would not be fed 
until the grim task was completed. 

Bill’s son Roger, 69, said while the experi¬ 
ences had understandably stayed with his fa¬ 
ther for the rest of his life he had not let them 
define who he was. 

And unlike many, he was able to tell his 
family some of the details of what he had wit¬ 
nessed and experienced during his time as a 
prisoner of war - although some of the worst 
experiences were pushed to the back of his 
mind. 

Roger said: “He had the occasional night¬ 
mare but was able to move on. He used to 
share some of the things he had experienced. 

“He used to talk about how the jungle was 
velvet black at night and the sounds of the an¬ 
imals were so loud it was like machinery. Then 


a tiger would make a noise and all of the other 
animals would fall silent for a time.” Roger 
said his father had also talked about the lack 
of food given to the prisoners and the methods 
they used to try and get more sustenance. 

“He always used to say dried yak was too 
chewy to describe and on one occasion him 
and three others had captured a vulture to try 
to eat. They boiled it in an oil drum for three 
days and it was still not edible. They decided to 
try and use it as bait but nothing else wanted 
it either.” Bill also spoke of his first meal after 
being freed in 1945. He used to say: “I ate 27 
rounds of bread and butter and five courses of 
every meal.” 

Roger said he had never really known his 
father to worry about anything. “During 
his time as a prisoner of war he had seen 
everything - beatings, decapitations - the true 
harshness of life and death. I don’t think an¬ 


ything else, any other situation, was able to 
hit him in the same way.” After enduring the 
ordeal of cholera, Bill’s right leg became so 
ulcerated that amputation seemed inevitable. 

His mates scrounged a handful of toilet-dis¬ 
infectant crystals. The camp doctor scraped 
the ulcer away to the bone and covered the 
cavity with the crystals. When the wound went 
septic, a handful of maggots was applied to di¬ 
gest the pus. He survived but it was a close- 
run thing. 

Bill’s war ended when the crew of a sub¬ 
marine spotted the smoke from a fire and 
sent someone to investigate. It was August 
29, 1945. He returned home by slow boat so 
did not arrive back in Britain until the end of 
1945. 

Bill married his wife of nearly 70 years, Ivy, 
now 98, in 1946 at Netherton Church. The 
couple had met in Priory Park, Dudley, before 


the war. His best man was friend Norman 
Sargeant. 

He went to work at engineering firm Horse- 
ley Bridge and Thomas Piggott working his 
way up from clerk to transport manager before 
his retirement in the 1980s. 

Bill is survived by Ivy, Roger, other son 
Adrian, 63, alongside five grandchildren and 
one great-grandchild. 

He died at his home following complications 
with his heart and his funeral was held on Oc¬ 
tober 15 at Gornal Wood Crematorium. Roger 
said: “He was very proud of the work Horseley 
Bridge did and was most proud that all of his 
grandchildren went to university. He had a 
sense of humour and was not above laughing 
at himself. 

“Whatever situation he was in he never 
seemed to worry. He had seen it all. He will be 
deeply missed.”

With 2,000 games under his belt, 
Paul, from Aldridge, has many away 
grounds to choose from when picking 
his favourite but, surprisingly, his fa¬ 
vourite ground is just down the road in 
Wolverhampton. 

“I love going to Molineux because 
we always seem to play well there and 
take a good following.,” he said. “I love 
going to all the Midlands clubs because 
it’s a fantastic atmosphere. 

“Fve travelled very far watching 
Walsall, the furthest being Blyth Spar¬ 
tans in the FA Cup which was in the 
early 70s. We won 2-1 so it made the 
four-hour journey home a lot better.” 

Narrowing that amount of games 
down to a favourite would be a tricky 
task for some, but Paul has one that 
stands out by far. 

“The 2-2 at Anfield in 1984 is easily 
the most memorable game Fve been to 
when we played Liverpool in the Milk 
Cup,” he said. 

The Saddlers were under the man¬ 
agement of Alan Buckley at the time 
- Paul’s all-time favourite Walsall 
player. 


“He was absolutely outstanding,” 
added Paul. “What would he be worth 
in today’s money? 

“Hands down the best player Fve 
ever seen down at Walsall and the best 
player Fm likely to see in my lifetime.” 

Buckley scored 125 goals in 241 ap¬ 
pearances and went on to be a part 


of Walsall’s management from 1978- 
1986. 

Paul has loved Walsall’s fantastic 
start to the season with the Saddlers 
currently sitting in second place in 
League One behind Gillingham by just 
two points. “I think the team has been 
excellent so far this season..”

Art gallery 
may see its 
opening 
hours cut 


THE New Art Gallery Walsall will have its 
opening hours slashed and shut on Sun¬ 
days under cost-cutting plans by the cash- 
strapped council. 

Walsall Council wants to close the facility two days 
a week, instead of just Mondays, and shut the build¬ 
ing at 4pm on Tuesdays to Fridays for 20 weeks of 


the year. 

The proposals aim to 
save the authority £19,360 
in the next financial year. 
The landmark building was 
the victim of money-sav¬ 
ing measures back in 2011, 
leading to its closure on 
Sundays and bank holidays 
and sparking Walsall South 
MP Valerie Vaz to launch a 
petition to try and force the 
council to make a U-turn. 

Although it was decided 
a year later that the gallery 
would reopen on Sundays, 
its opening hours are now 
under threat again just 
three years on. 

Labour councillor Aftab 
Nawaz, who represents the 
St Matthews ward, said clos¬ 
ing the art gallery on Sun¬ 
days would be a shame and 
a regressive step for Walsall. 

He said: “There are many 
people in Walsall who re¬ 
spect art and the art gal-

the map. Weekends are a 
time when families can get 
together and visit the art 
gallery. 

“To have that shut on a 
Sunday is a regressive step 
in my mind.

The art gallery, in Gallery 
Square, is currently open 
between 10am and 5pm on 
Tuesdays to Saturdays, and 
on Sundays it opens from 
midday to 4pm.

As part of proposals by 
the council to save £25m in 
2016/17, the gallery would 
close an hour earlier on 
weekdays between October 
and March as well as being 
closed on Sundays.

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A second

A SECOND petition has been launched con¬ 
cerning a controversial bus lane in Walsall - 
the latest calling for the complete removal of 
the lane, with more than 1,000 signatures 

The online petition launched by Bloxwich Coun¬ 
cillor Shaun Fitzpatrick wants the lane in Bloxwich 
High Street to be abolished. It has already attracted 


1,010 people to sign it. 

Another petition had been 
launched calling for the 
camera monitoring the bus 
lane to be taken down.

Beach patrol fears 
after drowning of 
man in rescue bid 


A GRANDFATHER from the Black Country died trying to rescue two 
teenage girls from the sea -while beach patrol staff did nothing, an 
inquest heard. 

Richard Guest, aged 74, suffered a heart attack after coming to the aid of the 
13-year-olds at Welsh holiday resort Tywyn, near Aberdovey, in July. Recording 
a death by misadventure, coroner Peter Brunton criticised the beach patrol 
marshals present that day. He said: “It seems the beach did have patrol mar¬ 
shals but they did not go into the water. This gives cause for concern. 

“They remained totally passive as far as 
this tragic event was concerned.” 

Mr Guest’s family has also raised con¬ 
cerns about the lack of action from staff. 

His daughter Ceri Donavan said: “There 
were patrol marshals but no-one did an¬ 
ything. I think it raises serious questions 
about safety at that particular beach.” 

Mrs Donavan said her father had been a 
strong swimmer and was used to the waters 
there. The inquest was told Mr Guest had 
been on holiday with his 71-year-old wife 
Margaret at the time.

When the bombs rained down 
on Brum and the Black Country 


THE sirens wailed as nine Ger¬ 
man bombers droned overhead 
before a huge fireball lit up the 
sky as a gas works was hit. The 
war had arrived in the Black 
Country. 

It was August 1940 when the first 
bombs were dropped on the region, 
with Smethwick being the first to suf¬ 
fer from an attack by Hitler’s Luft¬ 
waffe. 

By the time it was over, dozens lay dead 
and homes and businesses were razed to the 
ground. 

The Heinkel bombers returned later in 
November to inflict major damage for the 
first time, the strike on the Corporation Gas 
Works in Rabone Lane was a mere scratch 
compared to what was to come. 

Bombs had begun to rain down on Bir¬ 
mingham for the first time three months 
earlier, with factories in Castle Bromwich 
among the first targets successfully hit. 


MEMORY LANE 


Report by Richard Guttridge 


At this point, the Black Country was still 
managing to escape largely unharmed, but 
it was widely accepted that it was only a 
matter of time. 

Birmingham and the Black Country 
were among the most important areas of 
the country strategically and, before long, 
factories in Smethwick, Oldbury and West 
Bromwich, crucial to the war effort, would 
come to the notice of the German military. 

The pummelling the Midlands took at the 
hands of the Germans during the Second 
World War has been documented by Steve 
Richards in his new book The Luftwaffe 
Over Brum. 

His mother lived in Warley at the time 
and would tell tales during his childhood of 
German planes crashing nearby and pilots 
parachuting onto the roofs of neighbouring 
homes in what was a terrifying time. 


Her recollections inspired him to delve 
deeper into the West Midlands air raids. 
The book details the worst bombings to hit 
the region, the thinking behind the attacks 
and the effect on ordinary people trying to 
survive amid the chaos. 

Despite being blind Mr Richards, aged 
68, has put the book together over three 
and a half years with the assistance of 
friends. His mother Doris Bannister was 
just 13 when the bombing began. 

Mr Richards believes his mother was 
perhaps too young to truly recognise the 
horrors of war that was going on around 
her, though the loud wailing of the air raid 
sirens never left her. 

He said: “She would look over towards 
Birmingham and the sky was aglow with 
flames. 

“She always used to say when she heard 
an air raid siren on a film or anything, her 
stomach would turn over.” 

If there were any doubts that the bomb¬ 
ers would return after that first major at¬ 
tack, they were well and truly quashed just 


24 hours later when the Black Country 
came under heavy fire. 

In December, the bombers returned 
with force. They carried out attacks in two 
phases. In Smethwick, the W&T Avery fac¬ 
tory’s gun carriage department and Samuel 
Smith Beehive foundry were hit by para¬ 
chute mines. 

Sgt Henry Erskin Bodien and his 19-year- 
old New Zealand air-gunnerDudley Jonas 
flying the RAF plane were among the allied 
men protecting the Black Country. 

One of the aircraft found its mark and 
the enemy plane burst into flames and hur¬ 
tled into a descent. With two of the Ger¬ 
man crew dead, the two remaining German 
fighters took to their parachutes. 

The bombings lasted until July 1942 
when, apart from a lone bomber on a solo 
mission a year later, the skies above the 
Black Country and Birmingham went quiet. 
The Luftwaffe’s assault had cost the lives of 
more than 150 people in the Black Country 
alone.The book is availablefrom www.bir- 
minghamair-raids.co.uk or Amazon.

Brave new take 
on classic novel

“Maybe I am known 
for being outspoken but I have often 
played quite strong parts on TV and 
in theatre,” says Sophie. “There is a 
real balance with the character. She’s 
so powerful but because of Dawn’s 
clever writing you see that under¬ 
neath it’s difficult being in charge of 
things, it comes with its own price. 
You see her own doubts, her own sac¬ 
rifices.” 

Written in 1931, the ground-break¬

Michael Watson has the perfect voice and 
stature to play Frankie and heads a strong 
cast. No wonder it has drawn stars like The 
Hoff and even the legendary Valli himself to 
see the show. It’s a belter. 

It had been a busy day. First stop was 
the world-famous Kew Gardens. Being 


on a coach was a bonus because we were 
dropped at the door which was good because 
it was raining heavily. Kew is a world leader 
in plant science and conservation and the 
sheer size of the place was amazing. 

It was too wet for the treetop walkway. 
Instead we toured the vast site on the Kew 
Explorer land train. 

Our accommodation during our two- 
night stay was at Tower Hotel which over¬ 
looks Tower Bridge from where there are 
great views of The Shard and the Tower of 
London and only a two-minute stroll from 
St Katharine Docks where there are dozens 
of restaurants, pubs and cafes. 

If you like your breaks to be stress-free, 
coach trips are just the ticket. On our jour¬ 
ney from Tower Bridge that morning we 
were caught up in a jam but the driver’s 
local knowledge meant he did a clever de¬ 
tour and still arrived on schedule. Our final 


stop was a tour of the BBC. The sun was 
shining and I really enjoyed the 45-minute 
journey through the City and into the West 
End. The seats were comfortable and pan¬ 
oramic windows provided bird’s eye views. 
Being so high up, it was probably the most I 
have ever seen of London in one go. We saw 
where the Great Fire of London started, the 
Millennium Bridge and St Paul’s Cathedral. 

The BBC tour includes plenty of fun, 
hands-on stuff, including the chance to 
read the news and make a short radio play, 
complete with sound effects. Through floor 
length windows we watched journalists at 
work in the state-of-the-art newsroom and 
visited The One Show studio, taking it in 
turns to sit on the famous sofa. We even 
spotted the odd celebrity, including Fiona 
Bruce filming outside. It was a fascinating 
behind-the-scenes tour of a much-loved 
British institution.

in her personal journey 


I f he had lived, Elvis Presley would 
now be 80 years old. 

It may be hard to picture the 
King as an octogenarian, but his 
fans do have plenty of other iconic 
images to remember him by. Some 
will always see him as the young, 
swivel-hipped rocker who took 
audiences by storm in the 1950s, 
while others picture the leather-clad 
veteran of the ‘68 comeback 
special, or the showman of the 
Vegas years. 

For Joanna Lumley, who has been 
a loyal subject of the King ever 
since she bought a copy of Hound 
Dog, his look was part of his 
enduring appeal, and has even 
been an influence on one of her 
own most famous performances. 

She says: ‘The thing about being 
a fan of Elvis is that you just love 
everything about him. I loved the 
way he looked, the way he sang, 
the way he dressed, the 
photographs of him, the way he 
performed on stage...and I loved 
his smile and his sense of humour. 


“I love the fact that he never 
really grinned huge cheesy grins, he 
had a special Elvis grin, and 
I borrowed that for Patsy in 
Absolutely Fabulous...a little tribute 
to Elvis.” 


It’s open to the public, but tonight, 
Priscilla and I will be alone, with her 


But now she is on a mission to put 
aside her own image of him and get 
to the truth behind the legend. 

She explains: “My Elvis was this 
young one, before the jumpsuits 
and the big lifestyle. But what was 
he really like? If my dream had 
come true and he had come over to 
England and I had met him, I 
wonder would I have liked the boy 
buried underneath the myth? I’m 
going in search of the youth 
catapulted to fame and fortune.” 

As you might expect, it’s a journey 
that takes in a trip to his home, 
Graceland, where she receives a 
personal tour from Elvis’s ex-wife, 
Priscilla Presley. 

Joanna says: “The TV room, the 
living room, Elvis’s jungle-themed 
den, are virtually untouched. His 
mother’s bedroom is still as it was. 


However, the presenter soon 
discovers that Graceland is very 
different from the rocker’s first home, 
as she visits a shack that his father, 
Vernon, built for the family in Tupelo, 
Mississippi.

With more and more cars in the ‘compact 
SUV’ area of the market, manufacturers have 
to offer more to win over drivers. 

Mazda has done just that with its CX-5 as the car, 
which first appeared three years ago, has undergone 
a series of significant trim and equipment upgrades. 

The designation ‘compact’ is a bit of a misnomer these 
days, as Mazda launched its smaller CX-3 earlier this year to 
compete with the likes of the Renault Captur and Vauxhall 
Mokka. The CX-5, as you might suspect, is clearly larger and 
comes with bigger, more powerful engine options. 

There are petrol and diesel options, two and four wheel 
drive and and three trim levels to choose from at prices from 
just over £23,000 to £30,995. 

The test car was the top of the range version, with the 
most powerful engine - the 2.2 litre turbo diesel with 175PS 
of power, a hefty 420Nm of torque, six-speed manual gear¬ 
box, an ‘on demand’ four wheel drive system and the high¬ 
est level of trim and equipment. These, of course, are cre¬ 
dentials which have earned it two successive Tow Car of the 
Year’ awards in its category from the Caravan Club, and a 
‘Best Winter Car’ accolade from the Carbuyer website. 

It has large windows contributing to a lighter, even room¬ 
ier feel to the cabin in spite of the black leather upholstery 
and the high ‘command’ driving position which is one of the 
biggest attractions for SUV enthusiasts. 

As the most powerful and torquey version, this CX-5 nat¬ 
urally performs effortlessly (0 to 62mph in 8.8 seconds) with 
the engine rarely breathing heavily, adding to the smooth, 
relaxed ambience which puts the range flagship into the lux¬ 
ury end of this market segment. 

The four wheel drive system is aimed primarily and trac¬ 
tion and safety on the road, rather than off it, so the sus¬ 
pension too is road-orientated: not the long-travel, bumpy 
set-up of some soft-roaders with Land Rover pretensions. 

Not that the system wouldn’t cope with the odd foray onto 
wet grass or muddy tracks, though, when towing a caravan 
or trailer off a camp site. 

It’s all automatic - no extra buttons or levers. In normal 
road conditions 100 per cent of the torque goes through the 
front wheels but if they start to lose traction, anything up to 
50 per cent is transferred to the rear wheels virtually instant¬ 
ly. It has the advantages of a more traditional 4WD system 
but it’s lighter with less drag in normal driving, thus saving 
fuel. And that’s what it’s all about in this sector: many of the 
advantages of a full-blown SUV but for less money and with 
lower fuel and tax costs. 

Economy 

The CX-5 has been widely acclaimed for its real-world 
economy, with an official average of more than 54mpg and 
a C02 rating of 136g/km. 

It’s a prime example of Mazda’s ‘SKYACTIV’ technology 
which is now the central component of all its cars: features 
such as increased engine efficiency and the use of new ma¬ 
terials in the chassis which are both stronger and lighter. It 
was the company’s first model to demonstrate this new way 
of building cars. 

The CX-5 seats five adults with a big boot - 503 litres - 
which expands to 1,620 if you fold the rear seats down. It’s 
more in the family saloon area than the ‘hatchback on ster¬ 
oids’ of many in the compact sector. 

The front leather seats are electrically adjustable to suit a 
wide range of driving positions and electrically heated, too. 
You get a Bose premium sound system and, of course, cli¬ 
mate control to help keep you comfortable. 

This year’s improvements include the latest multimedia 
commander, based around a seven-inch touch screen for 
the new sattnav (on higher grade models such as the test 
car) plus audio and infotainment systems, with USB and 
smartphone connectivity. These functions are also controlla¬ 
ble from remote buttons on the multifunction steering wheel. 

LED daytime running lights and fog lamps and 19-inch 
gunmetal alloys are among the exterior upgrades for 2015, 

The £29,395 test car was also fitted with the optional (for 
£800) safety pack which includes adaptive headlights, blind 
spot monitoring, lane departure warning and rear ‘cross traf¬ 
fic alert’. 

Other options in the range include two and four wheel 
drive versions, automatic transmission and two other engine 
choices - a 2.0 litre, 165PS petrol and a 2.0 litre, 150PS die¬ 
sel. Insurance groups range from 15E to 21E. 

As well as winning awards from industry pundits, the 
CX-5 has been a big hit with car buyers, too - even though 
it was Mazda’s first entry into the burgeoning compact SUV 
segment it passed the one million mark in a little over three 
years, making it one of its quickest sellers ever. 

That shouldn’t be a surprise as it ticks all the boxes. It has 
the qualities of a well-appointed family saloon with the add¬ 
ed extras of all-weather security, great visibility and obvious 
attractions for the towing set. 
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Versatility 
and space 
make Jazz 
big winner

Honda’s baby is growing up - in more ways 
than one - with a new Jazz which has blos¬ 
somed into one of the biggest and most ver¬ 
satile hatchbacks in its class. 

It may be Honda’s smallest car, but the all-new 
Jazz’s interior offers the sort of space which puts 
some family saloons to shame, particularly if you 
happen to be a six-footer confined to the rear seats. 

It’s all down to clever packaging, as the new car is a 
sleeker, more aerodynamic shape and less than four inches 
longer than its predecessor. Higher quality materials, new 
technology and a more refined ride convey the feeling that 
this third generation car has grown up in other ways, too. 

Prices range from £13,495 to £17,425 but perhaps the 
limiting factor is that there is only one engine option, a 
1,300cc, 102bhp petrol unit. 

It does come, though, with the option of a manual gear¬ 
box or a continuously variable transmission auto, which is 
actually more economical - enough to promise tax as well 
as fuel savings. 

Although the engine choice was obviously made long 
before the controversy about diesel emissions hit the head¬ 
lines, it will be interesting to see if that has any impact on 
Jazz sales. But maybe Honda thought that a family-sized 
hatchback offering average petrol usage of between 55 and 
61mpg was incentive enough in this market. 

The new Jazz looks sleeker, more sporty,with sculpted 
side panels and a bolder new front end with echoes of the 
larger Civic. But it’s on the inside where it scores, with the 
use of higher grade materials, new technology on higher 
grade models, new seats, and, of course, the amount of 
extra room created in the redesign. The top of the range 
test car with its clear instruments and trim which combined 
touches of leather, chrome and high glass plastic had a 
more expensive feel than its actual price tag 

Its 0 to 62mph acceleration time is reasonably nifty at 11.2 
seconds (a fraction longer with the CVT transmission) but 
even when pushed hard between gears the engine remains 
sewing machine smooth. 

Refined 

Perhaps more significant is that sixth gear is almost an 
overdrive, so that during motorway cruising it’s particularly 
refined for a small car: you’re more likely to be aware of the 
gentle hiss of the large wing mirrors disrupting the airflow 
than of anything mechanical. 

The new chassis and body are light but particularly stiff, 
which contributes to the low noise levels but also means the 
Jazz is light and responsive to steering input. Its suspension 
is tuned for a supple ride yet it resists the tendency to rock 
‘n’roll through corners, an essential in terms of ride comfort. 

The rear doors are large, for easy access, and once inside 
even a six-footer will have head and leg room to spare. 

The Jazz has Honda’s trademark ‘magic seat’ system 
which means the rear seats are multi-adjustable (and can 
even be reclined) to juggle between the demands of cargo 
and passengers It has a generous 354 litres of boot space, 
rising to 884 if the rear seats are folded down. 

The test car was a top of the range EX Nav specification, 
which comes in at £16,325. With its manual transmission its 
official fuel average is 55.4mpg with a C02 rating of 120g/ 
km. But if you pay an extra £11,000 for the CVT version, you 
actually get a couple of extra miles per gallon and a lower 
C02 rating of 114g/km, according to the official test figures. 

The cleanest and greenest Jazz in the range is the entry 
level S model with the CVT system at £14,59, with 61.4mpg 
and 108g/km, which also brings it down one VED tax band 
(from C to B). 

This base model comes with a CD/stereo with Bluetooth 
and remote controls on the steering wheel, electric win¬ 
dows, automatic lights and wipers, stop/start system and 
Honda’s ‘’magic seats’, (those in the rear can recline, too). 
Safety features such as front, side and curtain airbags, sta¬ 
bility assist, hill start assist, city brake and electronic brake 
force distribution are standard across the range. 

Higher up the range features such as electrically heated 
and adjustable mirrors, alloy wheels, parking sensors, and 
the Honda Connect infotainment and connectivity system, 
controlled by a centrally mounted seven-inch touchscreen, 
are added. The EX gets a rear view camera, automatic air 
conditioning, rear privacy glass, leather steering wheel and 
electric windows all round. SatNav is available on SE and 
EX ‘Navi’ versions. 

For me the new Jazz is a winner in the space race, yet 
with only a minimal increase in exterior size it’s no more dif¬ 
ficult to handle around town or to park. 

It may only have one engine option, but it’s one that can 
rival many smaller, one-litre city cars for economy and tax 
efficiency so it’s unlikely to harm the Jazz’s heritage as one 
of Honda’s most popular models.
